But, as the Wars ſoon drew the Money of the Nation into a few: Hands, thoſe two la- 
tereſts gradually ſunk, and the Poor, and Publick-Taxes of the Kingdom, remain'd an heavy

This gave the Riſe and Increaſe to what, we now call, the Monied- lntereſt; the Mem- 
bers whereof lying, as it were, bekind the Curtain, ſcreen'd, in the Stock of, their, Trade 
(Money) from Contributing to the Publick- Charge; greatly Oppreſſed thaſe, other (more 
uſeful). Intereſts, by with-holding from them the free Uſe . and Benefit of Money, to 
anſwer their neceſſary Occaſions; unleſs borrowed from the fan : 
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When, in the mean time, theſe New- Traders (the Money-Merchants) forming them- 


ſelves and their Intereſts into Stocks and Fraternities, made as much clear Profit, in their
